Philadelphia is whether the voters of this generation want their 
public affairs put into the hands of outstanding men whose 
ability and character already have been proven— or whether 
the voters wish to turn government over to political adventurers, 
who mainly are in politics because they haven*! succeeded with 
anything else. 
* 
This is no new issue in this country. 
A hundred and fifty years ago Aaron Burr made an attempt 


to "atear' the Presidency-—that is, to buy it with patronage 
promises. 
H e clashed with such outstanding men as Thomas 


Jefferson and Alexander Hamilton, men whose ability exceeded 
Burr's just as much as the Min outshines a candle. 


Thanks to a shrewdness in the minds of the American citi­ 
zens of that generation, which Mill has to prove its existence 
today, public support abandoned Burr. He was defeated in his 
attempt, killed Hamilton in a duel, and dropped completely 
out of sight in national affairs. 
O ver and again, since then, political adventurers have made 


their bids for power, sometimes with marked success. 


Huey Long, a few years back, soared to immense heights. 


Yet he was purely a demagogue— a raxor'tongued bully who 
cut down many an opponent far m’ore worthy than himself, and 
rode to power by the same tactics as a Robin Hood or Pancho 
V illa : that of sharing his political loot with his camp-followers 


It could be argued that President Truman is a similar in 


stance. Certainly the President succeeded at nothing before he 
entered politics as a sort of last resort. His years in the W hite 
House are not described even by his warmest admirers as being 
especially successful. The highest praise oidinarily given him is 
that he is a “ master politician." Even this might be challenged.
